Months l, September 18. The closing of the
Bank of Upper Canada, which took place hereto day bv order from the head ollice at Toronto,
excited little surprise, as it has been known to
be in a very weak sta'e tor soma considerable
time past. Several holders of note aispoert of
them at a considerable reduction, very foolishly,
as there Is no doubt they will be ledeemcd at par,
althoush the shareholders will lose considera-
bly. No serious apprehensions as to the other
banks are telU

The commercial article In the Montreal JTerald
ot this morntnir contains the tollowinsr. remarks
on the Bank of Upper Canada:

"For some davs psf,t there bas been a very
considerable apprehension felt with regard to
the standini of the Upper Canada Bank, and on
Saturday rumors were rife that the other banks
hart thrown out Its notes. This rumor aroeo
from the new arrangement respecting the clear-
ing of balances which we noticed on Saturday.
The unea-ilnes- s about the position of the batik
was, however, not allayed yesterday, and many
statements renpcctinir, its position were current
in the street. Notliintz positive, however, had
transpired yesterday afternoon."

Military Affairs In the Provinces.
Ottawa, September 18. The number of tin

converted Enticld rifles at present at the dls
posal of Canada is 100,000: the number of cnti
verted Enflel Js is 60,0()f. Ten thousand breach
loaders have arrived from Eneland. and 20,000
aie being purchased In the United States.

On the 1st of November next there will be in the
piovince 15,000 regular British troops. The re
inforcements announced as ordered to Canada
aie now arriving in detachments of two and
three hundred men by nearly every steamer tha
reaches Quebec from England.

The Adjutant-Gener- has returned to Ottawa
from the camps in the West, where he has been
engaged in laboring to satisfy the militia and
improve their condition generallv. His atten-
tion will now probably be directed to similar
work in the eastern section.

Wendell Phillips Nominated for Con-

gress.
Boston. September l! 11 P. M. A de'egate

convention ot the working eisht-hou- r men of
the Third Congressional District (Rice's) was
held this evening m the Franklin 8choo!-hous- e.

Several of the delegates came to the Convention
instructed bv the primarv meetinss to nominate
Wendell Phillips as the workmgmen'a candidate
for Congress.

The Convention was fully attended, 70 dele-

gates from ditlerent wards tnd Koxbury being
present. Alter speeches from Mr. Coffin, Chair-
man; James Kedpath, Messrs. McCombray.
Bandlear, and other workinemen, an informal
ballot was taken, which resulted 65 tor Wendell
Phillips aeainst 2 blanks and 3 for other candi-
dates. The nomination was then made unani-
mous by acclamation. The result was hailed
with enthusiastic cheers,

Active measures will be taken to prosecute
the work of electing Phillips. This nomination
is unconditional. The workiuemen pledge them-
selves to vote down Republican candidates lor
other offices it the conservative Republicans
refuse to ratify Phillips. This is the first worlc-- 1
